THAT AERIAL NAVIGATION BETWEEN THESE TWO TOWNS SHOULD 
PRESENT NO PROBLEM. I SAID I RECOGNIZED THAT THE 

SHUT DOWN OF THE XIENG LOM BEACON INCREASED THE RISK 
THAT A LAO AIRCRAFT MIGHT OVERFLY THE CHINESE ROAD. 

I SUGGESTED THAT SOUVANNA SPEAK TO THE CHINESE AND 
INFORM THEM THAT THE AMERICAN BEACON HAD BEEN REMOVED 
AND THAT THEY NOT SHOOT AT ANY AIRCRAFT WHICH MIGHT 
BLUNDER INTO THIS AIRSPACE. 
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3. SOUVANNA SAID THAT THIS WAS AN EXCELLENT IDEA AND 
THAT HE WOULD CALL IN THE CHINESAOCHARGE.
